It was also brought to our attention by Bill Unger - VE3EFC and 
Bill Klemacki —- VE3EEW that the printing of Hi-Q has been cut off 
by the EMO. Pat Doherty — VE3HFS had “volunteered” to have the 
bulletin printed at his office.
